WASHINGTON, June 19.—Attacks 
on various phases of prohibition en- 
forcement, ranging from the state- 
ment that President Hoover had 
relegated it to the background in the 
program of the Wickersham Law 
Enforcement Commission, to denun- 
ciations of alleged murders by Fed- 
eral officers, filled nearly all of the 
final day before the Senate recessed 
for Summer vacation. 

The debate, tense and bitter, 
focused around the resolution of 
Senator Jones to carry out the Presi- 
dent’s request for a joint committee 
of Congress to investigate the ad- 
visability of transferring the prohibi- 
tion unit from the Treasury Depart- 
ment to the Department 6f Justice. 

The Senate discussed the resolu- 
tion until after the House recessed 
and therefore there was no need for 
action on it by the Senate alone. It 
was laid aside to become unfinished 
business when the Senate returns on 
Aug. 19. 

President Hoover, Senator Glass of 
Virginia declared, was ‘‘submerging”’ 
prohibition enforcement in the law 
enforcement inquiry and the execu- 
tive department was passing to Con- 
gress the responsibility for deciding 
in what department the prohibition 
unit should be placed. Both Senators 
Glass and Hawes declared that while 
Mr. Hoover had come out for the 
Eighteenth Amendment he had never 
said he opposed modification of the 
Volstead act. 

Officers Attacked and Defended. 

The Anti-Saloon League was at- 
tacked by Senators King and Glass 
as opposing the transfer of the pro- 
hibition unit. According to Mr. Glass, 


the league thought it could keep its 


thumb on enforcement if the author- 
ity stayed where it now rested. Mr. 
IXing said that the league wrote the 
Volstead act.

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Congress 
began its Summer vacation late this 
afternoon. The Senate will return to 
Washington on Aug. 19, the House 
not before Sept. 23, but even then 
under agreement to transact no busi- 
ness before Oct. 14. 

The two months’ special session has 
enacted farm relief legislation, initi- 
ated tariff revision, refused to repeal 
the national origins quotas of the im- 
migration law and passed the census- 
reapportionment bill. 

While most of the closing day of 
the Senate was devoted to an ora- 
torical battle over prohibition en- 
forcement, that body experienced a 
novel sensation late in the afternoon 
when for the first time in 140 years 
the old rule of secrecy was aban- 
doned and Presidential nominations 
considered in open session.

M. Michael 
Edelstein, his attorney, conceded 
that his client had ‘‘imported, 
transported, sold and _ possessed’’ 


liquor and that he had never held 
any sort of a liquor permit.

| Beaches Near City Are Crowded 
—Entire Nation Suffers on 
Seventh Day of Hot Spell. 


New York’s temperature again 
rose to record-breaking heights yes- 
terday when it reached 92 degrees, 
the highest in the Weather Bureau’s 
annals for the date. Late in the 





afternoon a _ thunderstorm swept 
over the city, bringing temporary 
relief from the heat. Between 


5 P. M. and 6 P. M. the mercury 
| dropped 13 degrees. Thereafter, it 
rose slightly. But more permgnent 
relief is expected today, with cloudy 
weather and possibly showers fore- 
cast. 

Five persons died of thé heat and 
one man tried suicide. Three men, 
seeking escape from the _ sultry 
weather, drowned in-the metropoli- 
tan area, and in the greater city 
thirteen prostrations were recorded. 
It was the seventh day of torrid 
atmosphere. 

Even with its suffering under 
gray skies and with only listless 
light airs blowing until the rain fell, 
Manhattan was lucky. Other near- 
by spots, including one in the greater 
city, Flushing, had hotter weather. 
Flushing reached the high point for 
the east, 95 degrees, according to the 
local observer for the Weather Bu- 
reau. Plainfield, N. J., had 93 
degrees. 

The storm, which was only moder- 
ate in Manhattan though it was her- 
alded by thunderheads as black as 
night, did much damage in the out- 
lying districts. In Newark lightning 
split a tree and felled it across two 
parked cars, and also struck the 
brick chimney of the Hospital for 
Women and Children, 540 Central 
Avenue. Other trees were thrown 
down by the storm. Hailstones fell 
as large as horse-chestnuts. The 
temperature dropped, from 92 to 72 
in fifteen minutes. 
Gus Schaub, 33 years old, an em- 
ploye of the Newark Street Cleaning 
Department, was killed after the 
storm when a tree which had been 
felled by lightning and which he was 
helping to remove from in front of 
the United States Garage at 46 Clay 
Street fell upon him and crushed his 
head. 

Newark is suffering a new threat 
due to the heat, in a possible short- 
age of city water. Firemen might be 
under a serious handicap, the Water 
Bureau announced, in case. of a se- 
vere fire, although there is no imme- 
diate danger of definite curtailment 
of the supply. \The police were in- 


structed to arrest any one opening 
hydrants without permission. 

In Flushing,. where the mercury 
had been 95 at half past two in the 
afternoon, the storm brought it down 
shortly after 5 o’clock. from 8&7 to 
68. Trees were uprooted there, and 
the hail was said to be as big as 
aggie marbles. 

At Newtown, Pa., near Trentou, 
N. J., two men were killed by light- 
ning. They were Lester A. Rockhill, 
21, son of Charles Rockhill, a farm- 
er, and Thomas A. Williams, 48, a 
negro farm hand. They were load- 
ing hay when the It struck. 
Thomas Rockhill, 19, another son 
of Charles Rockhill, was rendered 
uncons¢ious, but revived later. Two 
horses attached to the hay wagon 
were stunned by the bolt.

Freedom of Seas Ruled Out.

Joint Fare and Transfers With | 
Subways Sought—Petition

The Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company filed yesterday with the 
Transit Commission a petition for a 
ten-cent fare on its elevated lines.

Fire Marshal’s Aide Dies Help» 
ing Injured—Whalen Blames 
Motorman for Crash. 





A guard was killed and 34 pase 
sengers injured shortly before 8 
o’clock last night when a Sixth Ave- 
nue local crashed into the rear end 
of a Ninth Avenue train, both made 
up of wooden cars, on the elevated 
structure at Eighth Avenue, midway 
between 112th and 113th Streets, 
near the highest point of the road. 


Two cars of the Ninth Avenue train 
were telescoped, one coach being lift- 
ed clear of the rails. The Interbor- 
ough efnploye who died was crushed 
between the telescoped cars. The 
first car. of the colliding train was 
tilted up from the tracks. 


Approximately 500 passengers were 
on the trains. A small fire, quickly 
extinguished, with the smoke and 
greenish glare of burning insulation, 
added to their fears. Panic was 
halted in its incipiency, however, by 
guards, firemen and policemen. The 
passengers, including the injured, 
were guided along the tracks to the 
116th Street station. Many of the 
women passengers were giddy by 
the time they reached the platform, 
the experience of walking along the 
structure, eighty fect above the 
street, having added to the shock of 
the crash. 


Motorman Is Arrested. 


James McGlynn, 43 years old, of 
2,121 Eighth Avenue, motorman of 
the Sixth Avenue train was arrested 
on a technical charge of homicide, 
and Louis Graser, 36 years old, of 
400 Aurora Avenue, Grantwood, N. 
J., motorman of the Ninth Avenue 
train, was held as a material wit- 
ness early this morning after both 
had been questioned for hours in the 
West 123d Street police station. 
Police Commissioner Whalen, who 
with detectives, Assistant District 
Attorney George Carney, and Gearge 
Whitney, a Transit Commission engie 
neer, examined the pair, said that 
the I. R. T. was in no way responsi- 
ble for the accident, which was clear- 
ly ‘‘a case of human failure on the 
part of the motorman of the second 
train.’’ 

‘‘He must have been asleep,” said 
Mr. Whalen. “Our examination 
shows that the lights on the first 
train were all in good order and the 
brakes of the second train were 
working properly. The motorman of 
the second train had a clear vision 
of 412 feet after rounding the curve 
in which to stop, and even if he had 
been proceeding at the maximum 
speed of nineteen miles an hour per- 
mitted on the curve by the I. R. T., 
he should have been able to stop 
within 125 feet.’’ 


Says Brakes Failed to Hold. 


The Commissioner added that Moe 
Glynn had said that he was mak- 
ing only nine miles an hour when 
he rounded the curve. McGlynn told 
the investigators, the Commissioner 
said, that he put on the brakes ime 
Mediately but they failed to hold. 
His explanation to the Commissioner 
was that ‘‘there must have been 
grease on the rails.’’ 

McGlynn admitted that he had 
tested his brakes. just before leaving 
South Ferry and had found them in 
good order, the Commissioner, said. 
McGlynn has been a motorman on 
the I. R. T. elevated lines for four 
years and this is the first accident 
in which he has been involved. 

The passenger on the second train 
declared that the speed of the train 
had been teo great to permit Mc- 
Glynn to apply his brakes before 
overtaking the slowly moving Ninth 
Avenue local.

lives was absolved of all blame for!

“I am quite certain the pilot did} 
all he could,”’ said the coroner. ‘‘He| 
was very concerned with getting the 
machine down safely on the water 
with a disabled engine so he did not 
think of sending the mechanic into 
the salon for a second time to warn 
the pasengers as to what was hap- 
pening, but I do not blame the pilot 
or the mechanic in any way.” 

The coroner added that he was sat-,| 
isfied that the plane was entirely air-, 
worthy when it left Croydon. 

Dallan Fleming, an Australian bus- 
iness man whose mother, Mrs. Em- 
mie Eckerman was drowned, said: 

“If we had been warned that we} 
were going to crash—it must have! 
been apparent to the pilot—I think! 
the people would have had time 
enough to get to the exits.”’ 

Captain Brailli saw that he had an- 
ticipated that the machine would 
kave floated long enough to enable 
all the passengers to escape.

Since our arrival one of the most 
frequent questions which has been 
asked us has ben, “Is there any 
future in transatlantic flying?’’ 

To that our answer has been, ‘‘Un- 
questionably.”’ 

But there are still some years of 
patient and expensive work to be 
done. 


He Predicts Rapid Progress. 


It is ten years since Alcock and 
Grown made the first crossing from 
Newfoundland to Ireland and two 


years since Lindbergh made the only 
perfect flight from New York to 
Paris. In these past years, certainly, 
progress has been slow. 

But the necessity for quick com- 
munication between Europe - and 
America will inevitably bring prog- 
ress, and ten years hence it is not 
at all improbable that a beginning 
will have been made of a regular 
mail service between the two con- 
tinents. 

When these days come our adven- 
ture with a single-motored plane will 
appear as crazy as does now to a 
passenger on the Ile de France the 
crossing of Columbus. There is, 
however, still very great progress to 
be made. 

These transatlantic planes of the 
future will be like a first-class liner 
compared to a Spanish galleon in 
comparison with our ship. Just as 
it took us nearly a year of study to 
get our Bernard plane to the point 
of perfection which would make our 
flight possible, it will take years of 
study and slow improvement to build 
these new air liners. 

They will have to be multiple- 
motored. The days of trying to fly 
the Atlantic with a single motor are 
practically over. They will have to 
be of big tonnage. Only hydroplanes 
will be used. 

They will have to be able to fly at 
a very high altitude to escape cloud 
banks and adverse winds, and they 
will have to be specially constructed 
to resist the cold. For guidance, the 
wireless will have to be more com- 
pletely perfected, with short wave 
lengths which will carry far. : 

Possibly floating islands will have 
to be constructed, although it is by 
all means preferable that the flights 
should be made in a single jump, for 
reasons which we will explain. 


Weather Remains Obstacle. 


These achievements may sound 
easy of accomplishment, but they 
will necessitate an enormous amount 
of detailed improvements. 


On our flight we found that the 
principal difficulty is likely to. be 
cloud and fog. We scarcely.saw the 
sun at all during the whole two days 
we passed in the air, and during our 
one night of flight we had a clear 
view of the moon and stars for only 
about twc hours. That entails an 
enormous strain on both pilot and 
navigator. 

We had to fly between cloud banks 
or dodge in and out between heavy 
clouds the whole time, and, as every 
pilot knows, there is nothing more 
tiring than flying that way blind. 

Clarence Chamberlin told us that 
during his flight there were moments 
when he was so utterly tired flying 
‘hrough cloud and fog that he was 
strongly tempted just to give up. 
Assollant had the same experience. 
The strain on a thirty-hour flight is 
terrible. 

These new air liners, therefore, 
will be designed to fly themselves

FRANCE HONORS ITS FLIERS. 


Senate, Chamber, President and 
Premier Receive the Trio. 
Special Cable to THE New YORK TIMEs. 
PARIS, June 19.—Jean Assollant, 
René Lefevre and Armeno Lotti Jr. 
today received the felicitations of the 
French Government for their trans- 

atlantic flight in the Yellow Bird. 

Accompanied by M. Laurent-Eynac, 
the Minister for Air, the three French 
fliers were first presented in the 
morning to Premier Pioncaré at the 
Finance Ministry and were there in- 
formed that the Council of Ministers 
had already decided to confer the 
Legion. of Honor on each. 

In the afternoon, the aviation 
heroes were received and congratu- 
lated successively at the Senate, in 
the Elysee Palace by President 
Doumergue and finally in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, where business was 


suspended to tender them a great 
ovation. 

Among many telegrams of con- 
gratulations addressed to the fliers 
from America, one came today from 
— Charles A. Lindbergh. It 
read: 

“On returning to New York, I 
have just learned of the success of 
your flight. Please accept by sin- 
cerest congratulations and _ best 
wishes.”’ 

To this message, Assollant, Lefevre 
and Lotti immediately addressed the 
following joint reply: 

“We thank you heartily for your 
kind telegram. Our greatest claim 
to glory is only to have followed in 
the pathway you marked out two 
years ago and to have tried. to.emu- 
late your magnificent example of 
courage, tenacity and the science of 
piloting and navigation. We salute 
you cordially and respectfully.” 

Another telegram received by the 
trio was from the parents of the 
American stowaway, Arthur Schrei- 
ber who sails for New York -tomor- 
row from Cherbourg. It read: : 

‘‘Please accept our thanks for the 
generosity and tolerance shown our 
son by France’s hero‘s of the air. 
Express our appreciation to M. Lotti 
Sr. and Mme. Lotti for their parental 
solicitude toward Arthur. 





Schreiber Referred to Kindly. 


PARIS, June 19 (2.—The young 
American. stowaway on the flight of 
the Yellow Bird, Arthur Schreiber of 
Portland, Me., was absent from all 
the ceremonies today in honor of the 
French fliers. 

A reference was made to the now 
downcast stowaway in the Senate, 
where Senator Gaston Menier, presi- 
dent of the: Aviation Commission, 
said:

TWO ARMY FLIERS KILLED. 


Fall 3,000 Feet at Rodgers Field, 
Pa.—One Is New Yorker.

PITTSBURGH, June 19.—Two men 
were killed today when the army 
training plane in which they were 
flying at an altitude of 3,000 feet 
went into a tailspin and crashed on 
Rodgers.

WASHINGTON, June 19.—The im- 
migration quotas which will be ef- 


fective July 1 under the national 
origins system were officially an- 
nounced today when the text of 
President Hoover’s prociamation, 
putting tne new system in force, was 
made public at the State Depart- 
ment. 

The nations which- will suffer 
most from the application of the 
new quotas will be Germany, the 
Irish Free State, Sweden and Nor- 
way, while Great Britain and North- 
ern Ireland will benefit. 

The provisions of the immigration 
act of 1924 which had been postponed 
from going into effect, were ap- 
Proved by the Senate last week 
against the expressed desire of Presi- 
dent Hoover who opposed the na- 
tional origins quota in his acceptance 
speech during the presidential cam- 
paign.

MAYOR DEDICATES 
LINCOLN SCHOOL 


Hails Centre for Negro Nurses 
as Leader in Creating Re- 
spect for Race. 











New York Lags in Medical Work, 
He Says—Dr. Williams Urges 
A City Health Program. 





A negro welfare institution gtart- 
ed in 1839 as a refuge for runaway 
slaves passed through its final stage 
of evolution yesterday with the dedi- 
cation of the Lincoln School for 
Nurses by Mayor Walker. The 
school, located at Southern Boule- 
vard and 141st Street, has a capac- 
ity of 175 students. 

Complimenting the. school on its 
importance in a sociological as well 
as medical way, Mayor Walker said 
that its graduates may do ‘‘more to- 
ward creating respect for their race 
than any other agency in the city.’’ 

In his speech, which was broadcast 
from Station WNYC, the Mayor also 
criticized ‘the backwardness of New 
York in municipal hospital work. 

“Hospitalization in the city of New 
York,’’ he said, ‘‘is expensive, but it 
has not been as expensive as it 
should have been. The neglect of 
hospitals has been the most expen- 
sive phase of municipal welfare in 
the cost to citizens. 

“In 1926 it was reported to the 
Mayor’s office that the psychopathic 
ward of Bellevue Hospital was 105 
years old. It had been condemned 
as a fire trap for forty years! An 
interested private citizen made this 
discovery. And it is that same in- 
terest of private citizens that has 
resulted in the construction of this 
very wonderful institution.

FARM GROUPS URGE 
HIGHER TARIFF RATES 


Proposed $1.25 Duty on Brick 
Supported by Copeland—Cement 
Proposal Causes Clash. 





WASHINGTON, June 19 (#).—Dis- 
satisfied with increases in duties on 
many agricultural products in the 
House tariff bill, representatives of 
the major farm organizations of the 
country launched a movement before 
a Senate finance subcommittee to- 
day to obtain rates. ; 

While repres-cntatives of the Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau Federation waited 
to present pleas for additional in- 
creases on a score or more of farm 
products, representatives of the Na- 
tional Cooperative Milk Producers 
Federation urged the subcommittee 
on agriculture to provide rates high- 


er than those proposed on milk, 
cream, butter, cheese and all other 
kinds of milk and milk products, in- 
cluding casein. 

The proposed duty of $1.25 a thou- 
sand on common building brick, now 
on the free list and against which 





there has been considerable protest | 


since enactment of the House Dill, 


found support before another sub- 
committee, although importers and 
domestic manufacturers renewed 
their clash over the proposed rate of 
8 cents a hundred pounds on cement. 

In urging protection for brick 
menufacturers, Senator Copeland, 
Democrat, of New York, declared 
that twenty-one of fifty-eight plants 
in the Hudson River district had 
closed because of the increased com- 
petition from Belgian imports. 

Wiliam Richardson of Philadel- 
phia, representing cement importers, 
declared American producers already 
had a monopoly on 98% per ccnt of 
the domestic business and the House 
rate provided a complete embargo. 

Frederick W. Kelley of New: York, 
tepresenting domestic manufactur- 
ers, denied an assertion by. Mr. 
Richardson that there was an agree- 
ment among the producers to fix 
prices and called attention to a Su- 
preme Court decision which he said 
‘‘practically cleared’’ them of charges 
of monopoly. 

Mr. Kelley contended it was not 
fair for opponents of the proposed 
duty to use as an argument the fact 
that imports amounted to only 1% 
per cent of total production, because 
high transportation costs made sea- 
board manufacturers bear the brunt 
of the foreign competition. On this 
basis, he said, the imports repre- 
sented about 10 per cent. 

The same _ sub-committee heard 
protests against the proposed in- 
creases on building tiles. Louis 
Golden of New York, on behalf of 
importers, testified the House rates 
would give the domestic producers a 
complete monopoly. They already 
dominated interior markets, he said. 

Chester H. Gray of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation told an- 
other subcommittee that higher rates 
on jute and jute yarns, fabrics and 
coverings would open a market for 
1,000,000 additional bales of Ameri- 
can cotton. 

Senator Bingham, Republican, of 
Connecticut, asserted that farmers 
would have to pay an additional 
$35,000,000 if they used cotton in- 
stead of jute bags for baling. 

So many witnesses converged on 
the three subcommittees in session 
during the day that Senator Smoot, 
Republican, Utah, warned that un- 
less varicus groups appearing on the 
same item with similar pleas agreed

POWER CHIEF SAYS 
LOAN WAS ‘PERSONAL’ 


$50,000 Sent to Mobile Paper 
Through Intermediaries, He 
Testifies at Hearing.

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Denial 
cf charges that the Alabama.Power 
Company had participated in finan- 
cing The Mobile Press, which started 
publication April 15, was made to- 
day before the Federal Trade Com- 
mission by two officials of the com- 
pany, Thomas W. Martin, president, 
and William Logan Martin, general 
counsel. 


It developed, however, in today’s 
session of the commission’s inquiry 
into the financial structure of the 
newspaper that General Counsel 
Martin had made what he described 
as a ‘‘personal’’ loan of $50,000, 
which passed through two other 
hands into the newspaper. 

He disclaimed that the loan was in 
any manner connected with the 
power company, or any of its sub- 
sidiaries, and in this he “was cor- 
roborated by his brother and other 
witnesses. 

In a statement Josiah T. Newcomb, 
Washington counsel of the joint 
Committee of National Utility As- 
sociations, who testified before the 
commission on June 15, declared 
that publishea reports had represent- 
ed a portion of testimony—a memor- 
andum outlining a program to con:- 
bat the Boulder Dam _ project—as 
having been drafted by him. He said 
that he had not composed the mem- 
orandum, nor had he any knowledge 
as to who was its author. He added 
that no use had been made of the 
outlined program to oppose the 
Boulder Dam, and the facts were 
“that was a memorandum, the na- 
ture of which I did not approve.”’

PSYCHIATRIC TESTS 
FOR CONVICTS URGED 


State’s Most Pressing Need in 
Criminal Administration, 
Commission Is Told. 





COURT FOR BOYS PROPOSED 





R. E. Jacobs Says City Magistrates 
Could Create Such a Tribunal 
Without Special Legislation. 





Adequate psychiatric examination 
of convicted criminals and petty of- 
fenders was mentioned repeatedly 
yesterday as perhaps the most urgent 
need in criminal administration in 
the State, at a public hearing of the 
Crime Commission, held in the Bar 
Association Building. 

Those who spoke before the com- 
mission included Ralph K. Jacobs, 
chairman of the courts committee 
of the Brooklyn Bureau of Charities, 
who advocated the creation of a sep- 
arate boys’ court; Miss Julia K. Jaf- 
fray, secretary of the National Com- 
mittee on Prison Labor and of the 
joint committee which has been mak- 
ing a. study of jails in this State, who 
advocated the creation of district 
farm penitentiaries for all short term 
prisoners, and former Magistrate W. 
Bruce Cobb, who urged the abolition 
of the requirement of a unanimous 
verdict in jury trials. 

Members of the commission who 
sat at the hearing were Senator 
Caleb H. Baumes, chairman; Assem- 
blyman Burton D. Esmond, vice 
chairman; Thomas 8. Rice of Brook- 
lyn, and William Lewis Butcher of 
New York City. 

Mr. Jacobs explained that the boys’

FOR CITY PHYSICIANS 


Doctors Now Receive Little More 
Than Day Laborers, Academy 
Tells Civil Service Board. 


Increased salaries for physicians in 
the Health Department were urged 
yesterday by Health Commissioner 
Shirley W. Wynne and Dr. Linsly R. 
Williams, director of the New York 
Academy of Medicine, when the lat- 
ter presented the academy’s report 


on medical service in municipal de- 
partments to the Municipal Civil 
Service Commission. 

General approval of the seventy- 
six-page report was expressed at the 
hearing. When the question of sal- 
aries arose President Abram Kaplan 
of the Municipal Civil Service Com- 
mission told Dr. Williams that the 
matter was under the control of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. Other suggestions in the re- 
port, prepared by the public health 
relations committee of the Academy 
of Medicine, included reclassification 
of medical service, simplification of 
ie air and similar steps designed 

improve medical service for the 
twelve city departments requiring it. 

Dr. Williams suggested that the 
commission establish higher stand- 
ards for medical service, stabilize 
such positions and provide a system 
of promotion. He said some phy- 
sicians are paid little more than day 
laborers and that the system was 
bound to deteriorate unless this con- 
dition is remedied. 

After the meeting, which was at- 
tended oy, the leading medical mem- 
bers of city departments, Dr. Wynne 
stressed the danger of employing 
poorly paid physicians. To obtain a 
More competent personnel he said 
the salaries would have to be in- 
creased, adding that New York’s su- 
premacy in public health was fast 
disappearing. He explained that 
Health Department physicians were 


were responsible for preventing the 
spread of contagious diseases, pro- 
tecting the city’s food supply and 
supervising the health of 1,000,000 
school children. .

HOLDS RUSSIA BACK 


Leslie Urquhart, on Visit Here, 
Finds Soviet Government 
“Worse Than Ever.” 








SEES LACK OF STABILITY 





Criticizes Property Confiscation and 
Debt Cancellation—‘Saner’”’ Basis 
Needed, He Adds. 





Deploring present industrial con- 
ditions in Russia as ‘‘worse than 
they have ever been,’’ Leslie Urqu- 
hart, chairman of the Russo-Asiatic 
Consolidated, Ltd., in an interview 
at the Ritz Tower yesterday, held 
that the only real solution of the 
problems of the country was ‘‘com- 
mon international economic action 
to cure Russia of Communism” and 
establish ‘‘saner’’ economic princi- 
ples there. 

Mr. Urquhart will leave today for 
Vancouver and will sail on June 26 
for Australia, before returning to 
London. The properties of his com- 
pany, which were confiscated in 
Russia, include copper, zinc, lead 
and coal mines as well as factories 
and railways. The company’s claims 
against the Soviet Government, Mr. 
Urquhart said, amounting to £56,- 
000,000, represent about one-third of 
the total British claims of £182,000,- 
000 against Russia. 

“It is quite possible,’’ he said, 
ment may grant diplomatic recogni- 
tion to the Soviet Government, and 
it is not improbable that the 
Liberal representatives in Parlia- 
ment will support such recognition. 
My personal opinion is that mere 


diplomatic recognition of the Soviet 
Government is no-.solution to the 
Russian problem. It will certainly 
be considered a success for Soviet 
diplomacy which they will exploit 
to the limit in other countries and, 
particularly, to strengthen their po- 
sition at home.’”’ 





tween the United States and the 
Allies in the war to down militarism 
was necessary, so common economic 
action of all nations will be neces- 
sary to cure Russia of Communism 
and help in the evolution of saner 
economic principles. 

“At the present moment the Soviet 
Government quite rightly claims it 
a great victory in being recognized 
by most of the European nations. 
The Soviet representatives in New 
York claim considerable success in 
haying obtained credits in America 
from important firms, such as Ford, 
General Electric, Standard Oil and 
others who do business with them 
and thus show some confidence in 
the Russian Government. 

“But what Russia requires is not 
to enter into a few spectacular deals 
which appeal to the front pages of 
the press. Russia needs to win the 
confidence of the investing public 
who are the real owners of private 
capital all over the world, and this, 
in the slightest sense, has not been 
accomplished. 

“This confidence will not be ob- 
tained by diplomacy or spectacular 
transactions. It can only be achieved 
by mutually satisfactory settlement 
between Russia and her foreign cred- 
itors. This cannot be done, as the 
Russian Government suggests, by 
merely asking creditors to forget and 
write off all their losses caused by 
nationalization and confiscation of 
their properties as a result of the 
Russian revolution. Russia can only 
re-establish her credit in the world 
by first making a settlement with 
her creditors. 

“I. am firmly convinced,’’ Mr. 
Urquhart concluded, ‘‘that the coop- 
eration of England and the United 
States in the solution of the Russian 
problem is the thing which matters

FRENCH DEBT DELAY 


Presiding Officers Fail to Sign 
Measure, but President Is 
Expected to Accept It. 


ONLY FIGHT IS IN HOUSE

WASHINGTON, June 19.—The ad- 
ministration resolution extending 
for nine months the maturity date of 
the $400,000,000 owed by France to 
this country for surplus war sup- 
plies was approved by both branches 
of Congress today. 

The measure did not become law, 
because it was not signed by the pre- 
siding officer of either the Senate or 
House. Despite the failure of Vice 
President Curtis and Speaker Long- 
worth to affix their signatures before 
adjournment, however, Mr. Long- 
worth said tonight that the President 
would undoubtedly regard the action 
of Congress as conclusive that it 
sanctioned the plan to defer the pay- 
ment from Aug. 1 to May 1, 1930, if 
in the meantime, as provided in the 
resolution, France ratified the Mel- 
lon-Berenger agreement covering the 
main French war debt to this coun- 
try. The lateness of the hour and 
general confusion. incident to ad- 
journment prevented the signatures 
being written. 

The resolution was passed in the 
House by a vote of 129 to 86, after 
a debate. In the Senate it was ap- 
proved by viva voce vote. 


Howell Resolution Is Passed. 


Senator Howell, Republican, of Ne- 
braska, offered an amendment to 
show that the United States was in 
no way a “‘shylock’”’ toward France. 
He later withdrew it when informed 
that the House had already ad- 
journed and that there was no chance 
of handling the amendment there.

Opposition Largely by Democrats. 


The principal opposition to the 
resolution developed on the Demo- 
cratic side, although two Republi- 
cans, Schaffer of Wisconsin and 
Simmons of Nebraska, fought the 
proposal. Representative Collier, 
Democrat, of Mississippi, asserted 
that the $400,000,000 owed by France 
was not a war debt, but a business 
transaction, and that it should be 
settled by France on that basis. He 
was opposed to making any further 
concessions on debts owed by France 
or any other power. 

Opposing the resolution Repre- 
sentative Garner of Texas, the 
Democratic leader, expressed the 
opinion that the administration would 
not press for a_ settlement even 
though the resolution failed of action 
before Congress recessed. . 

The debate was closed by Mr. Til- 
son, who intimated that failure to 
postpone the maturity date of the 
supplies debt might make it impos- 
sible for France to ratify the Mellon- 
Berenger agreement. He said this 
country would lose nothing by the 
arrangement. 

A bare quorum answered the roll- 
call by which the resolution was 
adopted. A quorum was demanded

QN CHINA'S AIR LINES 


Transfer of Their Control to the 
Ministry of Communications 
Complicates Status.

SHANGHAI, June 19.—Dr. Sun Fo, 
Minister of Railways, declared today 
that the Nationalist Government’s 
decision to place the airways under 
the jurisdiction of the Ministry of 
Communications does not affect the 
contract with American interests un- 
der which tne Aviation Exploration 
Company, one of the Curtiss subsid- 
iaries, was scheduled to begin an 
air mail service soon. 

Uncertainty, however, marks the 
situation, with the intimation that 
the present program will be retarded 
further by the sudden change in the 
status of the airways, as a result of 
the long and constant rivalry be- 
tween the Communications and Rail- 
ways Ministries over which would 
control the new lines. 

The fight further affects radio com- 
munications, as the Communications 
Ministry is seeking to control these, 


as well as all things pertaining to 
communication in any branch. Orig- 
inally, a specially created Bureau of 
Reconstruction received the right to 





handle radio, particularly abroad, 
and some months ago. signed an 
agreement with the dio Corpora- 
tion of America which provided that 
the Americans should build and 
equip a nev station. 


In the meantime the cooperating 
Chinese office in Shanghai is send- 
ing through Manila to America. 

While it is early to anticipate de- 
velopments on this angle of the Gov- 
ernment’s decision, it is deemed 
probable that the change means a 
revision of the present traffic agree- 
ment as certain interests in Nanking 
are seeking to cluse the Radio Cor- 
poration’s Chinese office here until 
the new rrangements are com- 
pleted. continuing, however, the 
foreign service through what has 
been the competing Communications 
Ministry’s radio office. 

Competition among the Govern- 
ment Ministries has created an im 
possible situation in radio as well as 
airways, which the Central Execu- 
tive Committee’s decision to hand 
all over to the Communications 
Ministry is expected to settle, but 
which necessitates a realignment of 
all concerned, particularly the for- 
eign agreements. 

So far as the aviation contracts are 
concerned, Dr. Sun Fo declared the 
agreement stands as signed by him 
as President of the specially created 
Government subsidized Chinese Na- 
tional Aviation Corporation, which 
it is expected the Communications 
Ministry will take over intact, but 
it is generally believed that the Min- 
istry intends to replace it with a new 
organization later.

YOUNG, NOT DAWES, 
ABSORBS GERMANY 


Reich Press, Concentrating on 
Free Rhine Issue, Has Scant 
Comment on London Speech. ° 


BUT OFFICIALS WELCOME IT 


Ruhr Industrialists Withdraw Their 
Opposition to Experts’ 
Calling 


Plan, 
It Political Issue. 


Wireless to THs New Yorx TiMES, 
BERLIN, June 19.—The press chief- 
ly devotes its columns of foreign 
news today to Dr. Stresemann’s 


meetings with M. Briand and Premier 
Poincaré in Paris, letting the London 
speech of Ambassador Dawes go by 
with but scant comment. Though 
extensive reports of the speech and 
the official English replies are given, 
the Reich is more immediately con- 
cerned with such issues as the forth- 
coming governmental conference on 
the reparations experts’ report and 
the evacuation of the Rhineland and 
the return of the Saar basin to Ger- 
many, which, it is hoped, will follow 
ratification. 

The failure of the press up to to- 
night to comment on General Dawes’s 
speech has prompted an official of 
the Foreign Office to observe that 
apparently the German editors over- 
looked the fact that a reduction of 
naval armaments would automatical- 
ly hasten the process of curtailing 
armies. The American position on 
disarmament as outlined by Genera! 
Dawes has received a sympathetic 
welcome in official circles where it 
is hailed as concurring with the Ger- 
man view. 

Dr. Stresemann will return tomor- 
row evening, and in the Reichstag 
on Saturday he will open the de- 
bate on the government’s foreign 
policies and chiefly on the Young 
plan. While its ultimate ratification 


the government has not been able to 
escape partisan clamor for a prelimi- 
nary discussion now. Government 
leaders profess to foresee no such 
eventuality as a rejection of the new 
reparations plan as the evacuation 
of the Rhineland and the return of 
the Saar basin are considered as- 
sured the moment the Reich’s signa- 
ture is affixed to the accord. " 

The past week has seén a signifi- 
cant weakening of opposition to the 
Young plan by the smal! but influen- 
tial clique of Ruhr industrialists 
which became prominent when Dr. 
Albert Voegler retired from the Ger- 
man reparations delegation. Through 
their organ, the Mining Gazette of 
Essen, the group has indicated that 
the Young plan, having become a 
political issue, the responsibility for 
its acceptance should rest wholly 
with the Reichstag parties and the 
government. 

Political circles are complacent 
over the retreat of the Ruhr indus- 
trialists, which was further accen- 
tuatea in a resolution adopted today 
by the executive board of the Ger- 
man Federation of Industry. The 
resolution. expresses apprehensions 
in respect to Germany’s economic 
ability to fullfil requirements of the 
Young plan, and adds that as the 
Paris experts arrived at a political 
solution, the federation, being a busi- 
ness organization, must decline to 
become a party to a political pact. 

This change in attitude is reported

AS NAVAL GUT ISSUE

As to whether progress toward an 
armament agreement will now be 
made there is much uncertainty. In 
this connection it has come to light 
that no ‘‘yardstick’’ for measuring 
relative naval values has been de- 
vised by American experts. General 
Dawes in his speech stressed that 
the yardstick must be forthcoming 


as a basis for the consideration of 
armament reduction by statesmen. 

The understanding is that our 
naval technicians have found that 
they cannot devise any formula for 
measuring naval strength by giving 
a value to each item that goes to 
make up the relative availability of 
a warship as a fighting unit. This 
means that they feel that they can- 
not, with any degree of accuracy, as- 
sign a percentage of value to each 
gun arid to the speed of each war 
vessel, or to its age or its steaming 
radius. 

The present tendency of the naval 
technicians is to apply the yard- 
stick principle to ‘‘blocks’’ or groups 
of naval vessels. 


Seen as Tactical Units. 


They regard ships of war not as 
single units but as tactical units, 


which means that for tactical pur- 
poses they must be put into groups 
and each ~ measured in the 
light of its ability to take care of 
itself in hostilities. Furthermore, it 
is contended that each group, or 
tactical unit, must have a certain 
number of auxiliary vessels to back 
up the group’s ability to engage in 
offensive and defensive warfare. In 
other words, there must be a bal- 
ance between various groups of war- 
ships in each navy. 

Thus, each block of cruisers would 
mean that a proportionate number 
of auxiliary ships would be necessary. 

But, in spite of the disappointment, | 
some see in this failure to obtain a 
hard-and-fast yardstick, to be ap-| 
plied to measuring eacn element in 
any and all naval vessels, the feeling | 
persists in administration circles that | 
Naval armament reduction can be, 
accomplished in a practical way. | 

General Dawes expressed this feel- 
ing in his speech by _ continually 
stressing that the law of human na-| 
ture, and not of human reasonings, 
should be applied in seeking to get 
nations to agree to curtail the heavy | 
burden of expense in maintaining | 
fleets. . 

He made another evidence allusion | 
to the yardstick difficulty in speak- | 
ing of giving the negotiating states- 
men the benefit of ‘‘abstract technical! | 
naval opinion.”’ 

That this government will seek to 
furnish an impelling reason for ar- 
mament reduction by appealing to 
other governments to seize the op- 
portunity of curtailing armaments in 
order to reduce taxation is evident.

Discussed in Senate. 


In a speech in the Senate today, 
Senator McKellar of Tennessee dis- 
cussed the situation with particular 
reference to the meeting of Ambas- 
sador Dawes and Prime Minister 


MacDonald on Sunday and_ their 
speeches last night. He character- 
ized the Washington Conference of 
1921-22 as the greatest fiasco of all 
disarmament conferences and con- 
demned the sinking of American bat- 
tleships ‘‘while Great Britain,” he 
said, ‘‘sank no ships that interfered 
with her mastery of the seas.” 

“So that,” he went on, ‘‘if the pro- 
posed visit of the Premier is for the 
purpose of entering into another 
such disarmament agreement, I want 
to say that, while I shall be very 
happy personally to welcome the 
great Labor Premier of Great Brit- 
ain, I should be wholly unwilling to 
approve an agreement by which 

reat Britain will be permitted to 
control the seas in the future.”’ 

After referring to Mr. MacDonald 
as having the reputation of being an 
earnest adyocate of freedom of the 
sees, Senator McKeller said that, if 
that reputation was justified, it 
would be wholly unnecessary for Mr. 
MacDonald te come to the United 
States. 

“His Ministry,”” he said, ‘‘can ob- 
tain the freedom of the seas almost 
in the twinkling of an eye. All his 
government will have to do will be 
to reduce their own naval armament 
to what we supposed it had been 
reduced in 1922 and the freedom of 
ae will soon be an accomplished 
act. 

“It is said that it is inconceivable 
that these two great English-speak- 
ing people should ever come to war 
again. It is almost inconceivable, 
but, if such is the fact, why can’t 
these two great English-speaking 
peoples live together on terms of 
equality? Why should one desire to 
be armed to the teeth on the seas 
and desire that the other great Eng- 
lish-speaking people sink all their 
war vessels on the seas? 

“Frankly, the only way to keep 
peace in the world is for Great Brit- 





ain and America to have navies of 
equal size and strength, and agree 


that the seas shall be free both in 
times of war and in times of peace.

|her desire, America will accept the

Britons Escape From 126 Feet Below Lake 
With New Submarine Breathing Apparatus 





Special Cable to THE New Yor«K Ties. 


LONDON, June 19.—A new ap- 
paratus for the escape of trapped 
submarine crews was successfully 
tested today by the Admiralty at 
Loch Long, Scotland. 

Wearing.the apparatus, the experi- 
menters were sunk in a chamber to 
a depth of 126 feet where the tem- 
perature of the water was 50 degrees 
with a one and three quarters knot 
tide running and a squall above. On 
each test they reached the surface 
safely in a minute and a quarter. It 
was pointed out that these tests rep- 
resented double the journey a trapped 
crew would have to make, since the 
testers had not only to escape and 
come to the surface, but had origin- 
ally to get down to that depth. 

The invention which weighs only 
four or five pounds and is attached 
to a man’s chest, has a flexible 
breathing tube through which the air 
exhaled is regenerated by the absorp- 
tion of the carbon dioxide and the 
restoration to it of the requisite 
amount of oxygen. 

Another invention tested at the 





same time is a diving aparatus 
which, it is contended, beats the 
world’s record for depth, permitting 
the diver to descend 300 feet. Thé 
previous record was 204 feet. 

The principle of this invention is 
that it reduces to one-third the for- 
mer time of decompression and free- 
dom from the effects of nitrogen. It 
is a cylinder which is lowered as 
soon as the diver is ready to come 
up to the depth at which decompres- 
sion must begin. The attendant goes 
down in this chamber and helps the 
diver into it and then disconnects 
his impediments, so that he can rest 
comfortably while the necessary de- 
compression period elapses. Oxygen, 
hot drinks and other comforts are 
also provided. 

The main advantage of this appa- 
ratus is that it does away with the 
heavy diving armor which, though it 
permits deep descents, cramps and 
limits the movements of ‘the diver.

RAMONEUR DEFEATS 
FINITE BY A HEAD 


Scores Over Odds-On Choice 
in- Driving Finish in the 
Epinard Highweight. 








CRACK BRIGADE TRIUMPHS 





Beats Prometheus by Half Length 
—Jockey Hurt When Horse Falls 
in Chase—Mount Destroyed.

The faint-hearted Ramoneur went 
into the Epinard Highweight Handi- 
cap at Aqueduct like a lamb yester- 
day afternoon but came out like a 
lion with the victory successfully 
stacked away and the itorm players 
once more were thrown for a loss. 

Ramoneur is known as a speedy 
gon of Sweep «hich will. run like 
the wind for six furlongs. But he is 
not, one with a liking for battle and 
great doings at the deciding end of 
a horse race, :ll of which made his 
performance the more enjoyable to 
his ‘backers. 

Ramoneur spotted George D. Wi- 
dener's Finite, the odds-on favorite, 
a couple of lengths at the start when 
Finite beat the gate, and then came 
from behind to race neck and neck 
with him down the stretch, and at 
the end finished in front by a head. 

It was a thrilling race and one 
which brought considerable satisfac- 
tion to J. L. Holland, owner of 
Ramoneur, as his horse was in re- 
ceipt of only one pound from Finite. 
In third place \.as Gifford A. Coch- 
ran’s Healy, whic: was only half a 
length back of Finite and wearing 
both of thc leaders down. 


Healy Slow to Begin. 


Healy was probably the best of the 
seven that started as he was slow 
to begin, met with interference on 
the turn, and then closed much 
ground to be going strongest of all 
at the finish. 

But Ramoneur took the purse of 
$1,101, and will continue his racing 
with a cifferent reputation, for he 
established himself as a game horse 
despite performances in the past 
when.he folded up early. His time 
for the six and a half furlongs was 
1:19 2-5. 

Jimmy Burke was in the saddle and 
the victory was one of two for him, 
as he had previously ridden Live 
Oak to victory. It was another bad 
afternoon for favorites, and the two 
at odds-on. were defeated, the other 
besides Finite being Harry Payne 
Whitney’s Prometheus in the fifth 
race, which finished second to T. M. 
Cassidy’s Crack Brigade. 

An accident occurred in the run- 
ning of the Wheatley steeplechase, 
which sent Jockey I. Burgess to the 
hospital with two broken ribs and 
cost the life of his mount, King Bird 
II, owned by the Sewickley Stable. 


Stumbles Near Finish. 


Going over the next to last jump, 
King Bird II stumbled and broke his 
leg. Burgess was caught under the 
horse, but was conscious when taken 
off the course. His condition is not 
considered dangerous. King Bird II 
was destroyed. 

The race was won by the Brook- 
meade Stable’s Brice and was the 
richest test of the afternoon, the 
winner’s share being $3,800 for the 
victory at the end of the course of 
about two miles. Brice came from 
behind in the closing stages and won 
by a length and a half from Volun- 
teer, which was the leader for most 
of the second turn of the field. 

Saorstat, an added starter, brought 
up third. This horse, Brice and 
Polish, which finished fifth, were 
equal choices at 3 to 1. Thomas 
Hitchcock’s Devilikin, ridden by Mr. 
G. H. Bostwick, lost his rider early 
in the race. Bostwick was scratched 
about the face, but made. light. of 
his injuries. The winner carried 138 
pounds and was scoring his second 
consecutive victory. 


Wild Apple Is Third. 


The defeat of Prometheus marked 
the fourth in a row for odds-on 
choices, counting in the two that 
lost on Tuesday. The hustling ride 
that Linus (Pony) McAtee gave 
Crack Brigade and the gameness of 
that colt in standing a long drive 
were the deciding factors in the five- 
furlong test, which ended with. half 
a length between the first two 
horses. Wild Apple, which ran a 
g00d game race all the way, was a 
length further back to be third. Six 
in all ran, 

Prometheus was in receipt of four 
pounds from Crack Brigade and 
broke from the outside post position. 
Sonny Workman made no mistakes 
and soon was in front, but McAtee 
and Crack Brigade were moving fast 
and furiously. Wild Apple was on 
the rail and ran stride for stride with 
Crack Brigade as the two of them 
drew up on Prometheus. 

In the last furlong Wild Apple was 
not good enough, and then still fur- 
ther on Prometheus faltered for a 
moment as Crack Brigade strode on 
to the victory.

LONDON, England, June 19.—The 
racing season in England reaches its 
climax tomorrow with the running 
of the Gold Cup at the Ascot 


‘“‘Heath Meeting,’’ a fixture which 
has been known since Queen Anne 
attended it in 1711. In recent years 
it has become a Mecca of fashion 
for both men and women, and no 
more lovely setting could be de- 
vised than Nature has provided at 
Ascot. Nowhere in England is grass 
so green, are flowers so colorful cr 
trees so heavy with foliage and bloa- 
soms. In the reign of William IV, or- 
dinary. folk were prohibited from 
running horses in the Ascot Gold 
Cup, which was reserved to mem- 
bers of the Jockey Club and two 
exclusive London clubs—Brooks and 
Whites. 

Today it is an international event, 
and one of the most coveted of 
trophies in the world. In 1907: the 
Gold Cup provided the greatest mys- 
tery in British turf history. It was 
stolen from a tent behind the grand 
stand :during the race and never 
traced afterward. Mark Twain ar- 
rived in England the same day and 
the two incidents provided a classic 
newspaper comment which the Amer- 
ican humorist talked about for the 
remainder of-his life. It was, ‘‘Mark 
Twain Arrives. Gold Cup Stolen.” 


Like Reigh Count’s Chances. 


The original gold cup, despite 
amusing newspaper clues, was never 
traced to America, but many people 
here believe that the United States 
is the destination of the cup this year, 
for Mrs. J. D. Hertz’s Reigh Count, 
the best of the 3-year-olds in Amer- 
ica last Summer, is running and 
has been specially ‘‘tuned up” for this 
particular race. Two and a half 
miles is declared to be just Reigh 
Count’s distance and he will be rid- 
den by H. Wragg, one of the best 
English jockeys. 

Three of the best French stayers 
also are in the race-—-Cacao, Cri de 
Guerre, which won the French St. 
Leger iast Autu:nn, and Palais Royal, 
second to the winner of the English 
Cambridgeshire last year. Such at- 
tacking force from France and 
America seems overwhelming in the 
eyes of most British experts. 

The best British candidates appear 
to be Invershin and Cyclonic and the 
result seems to rest between Reigh 
Count, Cacao and Invershin.. Mares 
are allowed three pounds in this 
race, which is open to colts and fillies 
3 years old and upward, 3-year-olds 
carrying 105 pounds, 4-year-olds, 126, 
and others, 130. 





Reigh Count Held at 4 to 1. | 


ASCOT, England, June 19 (#).- 
Reigh Count, leading 3-year-old of 
the United States last year, carries 
the hopes of America tomorrow in| 
the international struggle for the 
coveted Ascot Gold Cup, the premier 
event of Britain’s most fashionable 
racing week at Royal Ascot. 

Mr. and Mrs. John D. Hertz, own- 
ers of the great thoroughbred, ,and 
hundreds of American admirers of 
the handsome chestnut colt present 
for the race are confident the 1928 
Kentucky Derby winner will come 
through with a victory in the race 
for which he was sent to England. 
If he does he will realize the promise 
given his backers in his first English 
Success at Epsom a fortnight ago. 

Reid Walker’s Invershin, which 
won the Gold Cup last year, is ‘re- 
garded as the likeliest English horse 
to come through in the two and one- 
half miles of heartbreaking up and 
down hill running. Tonight he ruled 
a 5 to 2 favorite in the field of thir- 
teen, while Reigh Count was second 
choice in the betting, being quoted 
at 4 to 1. 

Songe, by Sundari out of Sala- 
manca, and bred in France, won the 
Royal Hunt Cup today. H. E. Steel’s 
Caballero was second and Sir Abe 
Bailey’s Guard’s Parade was third. 
Songe is owned by Lord Michelham. 

Songe won by a half length, while 
there was a head between secon’ and 
third. The betting on Songe was 
100 to 6, on Caballero 25 to 1, and 
on Guard’s Parade 25 to 1. The cup 
has a value of £100 with £2,000 and 
extras. The distance was seven fur- 
longs *and 166 yards. Twenty-nine 
ran. The time was 1:38 2-5.

Gorse bushes caught fire, making a 
wall of flames 300 yards trum the 
paddock, some of the flames reacn- 
ing twenty feet high.

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DAWES AND MACDONALD. 


If there was disappointment, here 
or in England, over the speeches 
made by Prime Minister MACDONALD 
and Ambassador DAWES on Tues- 
day night, it was because expecta- 
tions had been pitched not only too 
high but askew. In the nature of 
the case the two speakers could not 
do what some appeared to think 
they would. An act of international 
magic seemed to be counted upon in 
certain quarters. It was thought 
that General DAWES, in agreement 
with Mr. MACDONALD, would some- 
how wave a wand over the seven 
seas with the result that the world 
would instantly see navies cut in 
half and all the nations falling 
into each others’ arms and swearing 
eternal friendship. But the age of 
such miracles is past. 

It was a less spectacular but 
highly important service which Am- 
bassador DAWES undertook. This 
was to drive home the essentials of 
his mission and of the proposals of 
the American Government. There 
must be a perfect understanding be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain. This will be the solvent of 
many difficulties. In the words of 
President Hoover, the two countries 
are to proceed upon the assumption 
that war will never come between 





them, and that, therefore, in a com- 
mon-sense way they ought to set 


about reducing the inherited bur- 
dens taken upon their backs in prep- 
aration for war. Nor is this to be 
purely an Anglo-American entente. 
There is nothing exclusive about it. 
As both Mr. MACDONALD and Gen- 
eral DAWES insisted, the agreement 
for naval reduction which is to be 
sought will be made as comprehen- 
sive as possible. All naval Powers 
will be invited to adhere to it. The 
first approach by the American 
Government is made to Great Brit- 
ain, but all other countries are 
to be included in the scope of this 
new undertaking to bring about 
universally a reduction in naval 
armaments. 

As regards the method, General! 
DAWES had to be discreetly vague. 
He could mention only aims and out- 
lines. But he left it in no doubt that 
President HOOVER is ready, or soon 
will be, to present a technical for- 
mula. Here is where the naval 
expert necessarily comes in. Gen- 
eral DAWES had a few hard things 
to say about experts, which came 
with the better grace from him for 
having been one himself, but finally 
admitted that naval experts would 
have to be consulted. They alone 
could make the required technical 
application of the Hoover “ yard- 
stick.” But after their work as 

~needed specialists has been done, 
they ought not to linger too long on 
the stage. They should not be permit- 
ted to usurp the place of statesmen 
and governments. The final deci- 
“sion must be made by the peo- 


ple and their representatives. They 
: must seek and profit by all of the 
/ expert guidance that they can get, 
. but in the end must themselves con- 
. Clude how the large principles upon 


which they wish to act can be recon- 
ciled with the materials and infer- 
- ences furnished by the experts. On 
this point General DAWES ham- 
mered with great vigor. It is per- 
haps the chief contribution which 
his speech made to clarifying the 
duty now plainly imposed upon the 


| 





Governments of the United States 
and of England. 

If the success of a speech lies in 
the ear of the immediate hearer, 
General DAWES scored high on his 
first public appearance in London. 
Both press and public in England 
acclaim him for what he said and 


for the spirit which animated his 
address. He must have given a 
great impetus to the cause of 


friendly cooperation between Amer- 
ica and Great Britain, and brought 
sensibly nearer the agreement for 
naval reduction about which Prime 
Minister MACDONALD is as eager and 
hopeful as is President HOOVER. 





TAXICAB PROBLEMS. 


Taxicabs perform an essential pub- 
lic service in this city. The present 
disturbance in the industry will be 
useful if it affords the public a bet- 
ter understanding of the taxi diffi- 
culty and officials an opportunity to 
bring order out of a situation which 
1s admittedly somewhat chaotic. ‘The 
prospect of a rate war is disturb- 
ing. The public is more interested in 
good service at the lowest practi- 
cable rates than in still lower rates 
which might impair that service. It 
is one of the anomalies of the pres- 
ent situation that the low-rate cabs | 
often do better by their patrons 
than those which charge a higher 
rate, but that logic could easily be 
carried too far. The safety and con- 
venience of the public are both 
served by assuring the drivers an 
adequate return. 

Entry of the Ford interests pre- 
sents another issue. Their conten- 
tion is that their cab will contribute 
to the relief of traffic congestion. 
It is smaller and will turn on a 
shorter radius. Every one has ob- 
served how a large and lumbering 
taxicab can hold up traffic when it 
attempts to make a turn. The Ford 
car, too, can no doubt park in less 
space, and that is a great advan- 
tage in a city like New York. 
The advantage is not so conclusive 
in moving traffic; there EINSTEIN 
would have something to say about 
it, because the space a moving car 
requires varies greatly with its 
speed. The interests behind the older 
fleets of cabs naturally do not wish 
to see their large investment 1m- 
periled, but if the smaller cab will 
actually give better service it should 
not be shut out. That is a question 
for the authorities to weigh care- 
fully before they make their final 
decision. 

One of the companies in the field 
challenges the extent of the Po- 
lice Commissioner’s jurisdiction. The 
charter gives him licensing powers 
and the Code of Ordinances pre- 
scribes a number of rules and regu- 
lations for the cars. Most of: them 
are adaptations of those formerly 
governing horse-drawn hacks. Some 
of the distinctions are unfamiliar to 
the rider of the present day. A 
“taxicab” is a “coach,” but a “ lit- 
tle taxicab” is only a “cab,” the 
difference being that a cab is a pub- 
lic hack which “comfortably seats 
not more than two persons inside,” 
while the more lordly coach is a 
public hack which “comfortably 
seats four or more persons inside.” 
The new Ford has three rear seats 
and one folding seat. It may be that 
some broader form of regulation is 
desirable. In Philadelphia, where 
taxi service is reported to be 
good, rates and operation are un- 
der control of the Public Service 
Commission. 














JERSEY'S JUNE PRIMARY. 


The primary in New Jersey on 
Tuesday was a “ frost,’”’ even on one 


of the hottest days in June ever | 


known. The voters generally were 
indifferent. Polls were kept open 
until 10 o’clock at night, and most 
of the day the election officers used 
fans instead of pens. “ The sterling 
citizenry,” says The Newark News, 
which calls for a September pri- 
mary, as of old, “mostly busied 
themselves about something else.” 
The June primary is neglected be- 
cause interest in it cannot be 
whipped up by appeals to defeat the 
schemes of the politicians. They 
have things their own way. In Hud- 
son County the opposition to Mayor 
HAGUF managed to poll only one 
vote to ten for his machine. So it 
was wherever bosses had control of 
the primary. whether they were 
Republicans or Democrats. The in- 
dependent Newark News says: 

The June primary is inexcus- 
able. It should be held at a 
time when it is more reasonable 
to expect the attention of the 
electorate. 

The primary elections in New 
Jersey were put back from Septem- 
ber to June in 1925 by a Republican 
Legislature. Commissioner MOORE 
of Jersey City had been “slated” 
for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor. He had been campaign- 
ing for several months when the bills 
changing the date of the primaries 
were introduced at Trenton in Feb- 
ruary. The Republicans feared that 
if their candidate’s nomination was 
put off to September, MOORE would 
have a walkover. They could get 
their man _ before the people by 
establishing a June primary, and 
there would be more than four 
months left for the campaign. All 
the primary election machinery was 
moved back. Governor SILZER. a 
Democrat, objected to the plan, 
because it would make campaigns 
unnecessarily long, and, moreover, it 
would play into the hands. of the 

professional politicians. In both of 





his arguments he has been shown 
to be right. 

The June primary has never been 
popular. By November the average 
voter forgets who the nominees for 
various offices are. He usually fails 
to vote in the June primary. No one 
doubts the vote in September would 


be greater. .

A MINNESOTA PROTEST. 


Mr. WALTER NEWTON was elected 
Representative of the Fifth Minne- 
sota District by a plurality of more 
than 49,000 votes. The district con- 
sists of the town of St. Anthony and 
certain wards and parts of districts 
in the city of Minneapolis, Mr. 
NEWTON was serving his sixth term 
when he resigned to become one of 
Mr. HOover’s secretaries. Opinion in 
the district seems variable and inde- 
pendent. Mr. NEWTON’S majorities 
had ranged from five and six thou- 
sand to thirty-odd. He was elected 
to the Seventieth Congress by 23,000 
votes. His great total last year was, 
of course, due to the impetus of the 
Presidential campaign. 

Lieut. Gov. NOLAN, nominated in 
his place, has not even got a major- 
ity. He has a plurality of less than 
4,000 over the Democratic candidate; 


|; and apparently only the division 


of the Progressive vote by running 
a Farmer-Labor ticket saved Mr. 
NOLAN’S bacon. Waile the district 
is urban, in view of the persistent 
and able fight against the tariff bill 
carried on by The Minneapolis Trib- 
une, the Minnesota Farm Federa- 
tion and various farm and business 
and civic organizations, the result of 
this special election cannot be re- 
garded as anything else but proof of 
the dissatisfaction of Minnesota with 
the House tariff bill. 

Individuals and associations of 
other States in the Northwest signed 
a telegram of protest against the 
Hawley bill sent to the President 
and the chairmen of the tariff- 
making committees of Congress; but 
the Minnesota disgust may justly be 
called State-wide. On May 13 nine 
of the ten members, everybody ex- 
cept Mr. NEWTON, made a list of 
recommendations to the Ways and 
Means Committee, most of them 
asking higher duties on agricultural 
products. Milk and its products are 
important in Minnesota; and the 
National Cooperative Milk Produc- 
ers’ Federation has labored earnestly 
for steeper rates on them. The Fed- 
eration and Minnesota are deeply 
concerned over one item in the 
chemical schedules. They asked for 
an increase from 215 to 8 cents a 
pound. They didn’t get it. 

About the same discrepancy be- 
tween the duties deemed necessary 
by the farmers and those granted by 
the House bill is found in the whole 
list submitted by the nine members. 
They were overruled not only as to 
the agricultural schedules, but as to 
those relating to oils and fats and 
their oil-bearing raw materials. The 
duties on logs, lumber, shingles, 
maple and birch flooring, cement and 
brick are profoundly irritating to the 
Minnesota farmers. The nine Gopher 
advocates ef “ agricultural parity” 
have set forth their side fully in the 
House. Outside of their particular 
complaints against the tariff, The 
Minneapolis Tribune has hammered 
away at the increases in the cost of 
living, the higher prices for the 
farmer’s purchases, which the House 
tariff bill would entail. 

Take the duty on hides, for in- 
stance. What good would it do to 
the farmer: 

The steer usually retains his hide 
until the butcher has bought and 
slaughtered him. By this time the 
farmer is out of the transaction, 
and the butcher gets the hide and 
benefit of the duty. The farmer, 
on the other hand, must pay an 
increased duty of 15 per cent on 
his harness and of 20 per cent on 
his shoes. 

This plain talk on tariff humbug, 
added to the special irritation to 
the farmers, who know that much 
of agricultural protection must be 
fruitless, and insist on an “ ade- 
quate’’ protection in particular 
schedules, looks dangerous to Re- 
publican hopes in a State notorious- 
ly inclined to unorthodoxy. More- 
over, business and agriculture seem 
to be in unity. Mr. JOUETT SHOUSE 
is entitled to the pleasure he gets in 
rubbing salt into this Republican 
wound. Tariff-making is the most 
hazardous of political occupations. 
Minnesota, urban and rural, has 
served notice on the Republican 
grandees of the Senate. Whatever 
they may be able to do or if they do 
nothing, this Minnesota election may 
be the first rumble of thunder be- 
fore the storm. Heaven knows the 
tariff of 1922 was bad enough. 
Why couldn’t the Republicans let it 
alone?

Confidence is to come not from 
external evidences but from what, 
to quote St. BERNARD, “ rises above 
reason” from within. No one can 
read the serious writings of the best 
of those who are coming up to 
graduation in the colleges and ‘uni- 
versities today or listen to their con- 
versation without sharing the con- 
fidence which Dean POUND has. He 
must himself get it from the young 
men whom he comes to know year 
after year in his law school classes. 
He knows their shortcomings. It is 
said that at his first lecture he asks 
each student to take a good look at 
his neighbor on either side, for one 
of cach three is likely to go out by 
the end of the first year. But he 
knows, too, their moral and intellec- 
tual capabilities and confidently con- 
fides to them legal precepts as “ the 
“manifestations and realizations of 
“‘an idea of right ’—confidently, we 
repeat, or he would not be offering 
them the fruit of the tree of knowl- 
edge. It is a good thing that Dean 
POUND, with such a_ confidence, 
has been brought into the Presi- 
dent’s National Law Enforcement 
Commission. 








MINORITIES AND CULTURE. 


With unflagging zeal ARISTIDE 
BRIAND and GUSTAV STRESEMANN 
continue to labor for a reconciled 
Europe. The latest services ren- 
dered by them relate to the difficult 
problem of racial minorities. The 
agreement reached at the Madrid 
meeting of the Council of the League 
of Nations does not exactly dazzle 
by its boldness, but in several re- 
spects the way has been made easier 
for plaintiff minorities without 
creating excessive resentment among 
the defendant sovereign States. The 
changes at Madrid are chiefly in the 
line of greater publicity for ag- 
grieved minorities; and essentially 


world opinion that the League can 
operate. 

Quite aside from the minority 
rights guaranteed 
treaties and the intervention of the 
League for their enforcement, there 
is ground for believing that the 
problem is bound to work itself out 
automatically with the years. This 
is suggested by the radical change 
which has taken place in the cul- 
tural level of minorities since the 
war. Europe’s pre-war minorities 
stood, as a rule, well below their 
majority masters in urban develop- 
ment. The Germans in Poland and 
the Baltic States considered them- 
selves the superiors of the Slav 
masses. The ruling German and 
Magyar clements in the Hapsburg 
monarchy held the same _ views, 
though with less reason. Now that 
the mighty have been put down from 
the Central European thrones and 
the former minorities are the ruling 
majorities, the situation is reversed. 
The Germans in Poland, the Baltic 
States and Rumania find it all the 
harder to be a minority because they 
feel they are better men than their 
new rulers. Magyars have the same 
feeling in Greater Rumania and 
Yugoslavia.

Last year the greatest 
tension was in Rumania, between the 
“redeemed” brethren of Transyl- 
vania and the inhabitants of the old 
kingdom. In both instances prob- 
ably the dominant factor is the sense 
of cultural superiority. The Croats 
and Rumanians may have lived in 
bondage to the Hapsburgs, but there 
is no denying that under the Haps- 
burgs they had better schooling and 
made-much more rapid progress in 
industrial development than their 
brethren in old Serbia and Rumania, 
whose superiors they feel themselves 
to be. The Poles of former German 
Posen and Austrian Galicia have 
similar suspicions about their breth- 
ren redeemed from the Russian 
yoke. 

At first sight it would seem that 
the minority problem has only been 
aggravated if to previous racial dif- 
ferences is addéd resentment against 
domination by an “inferior.” But it

Calvin Coolidge in the July issue 
of the American Magazine, calls the 
burden of the presidency appalling, 
burden of the Presidency appalling, 
the United States carries with it 
more power than that of any ruling 
sovereign. 

‘“‘While it is wise for the President 
to get all the competent advice pos- 
sible,’?’ he wrote, ‘‘final judgments 
are necessarily his own. No one can 


share with him the responsibility for 


them. He stands in the centre of 
things where no one else can stand. 
If others make mistakes they can be 
relieved and oftentimes a remedy 


| can be provided But he cannot re- 


tire. His decisions are final and 
usually irreparable. This constitutes 
the appalling burden of the office. 
“Yet he exercises his authority in 
true accordance with the Constitu- 
tion and the law. For all ordinary 
occasions the specific powers as- 
signed to the President in a few brief 
paragraphs in the Constitution will 
be found sufficient to provide for 
the welfare of the country. That is 
all he needs. While there are times 
when the people might enjoy the spec- 
tacular, in the end they will be satis- 
fied only with accomplishments. The 
President gets the best advice he can 
find, uses the best judgment at his 


|; command and leaves the event in the 


hands of Providence.” 

Mr. Coolidge said that the proper 
men in the proper places took sgme 
of the burden off the President 
shoulders. 

“If there is a troublesome situation 
in Nicaragua,’’ he wrote, ‘‘a General 
McCoy can manage it. If we have 
differences with Mexico a Morrow 
can compose them. If there is un- 
rest in the Philippines, a Stimson 
can quiet it. About a dozen, able, 
courageous, reliable and experienced 
men in the House and in the Senate 
can reduce the problems of legisla- 


tion almost to a vanishing point.’’ 

In writing of more intimate details 
of his day’s routine in the White 
House Mr. Coolidge disclosed that he 
used to shave himself, and with old 
fashioned razors ‘‘which I knew how 
to keep in good condition.’’ Break- 
fast used to feature a home-made 
cereal, composed of two parts un- 
ground wheat and one part rye, 
boiled together. 

He declared that there never were 
any marked differences of opinion 
in his Cabinet, although a casual 
reference disclosed that occasionally 
departments would seek a greater 
appropriation than they got under 
his policy of economy.

The con- | 
tinuance of this course would have 
won you the admiration and re- 
spect of your colleagues and of the 
country. Every courtesy has been 
accorded to you to which you are 
entitled by virtue of your high 
office.

Attorney Asks the Court to Ap- 
prove Clearing Fees to Ob- 
tain $250,000 Bonds. 








JERSEY MEETING IS SIFTED 


Bank’s Officers Reported to Have 
Held War Council Before It 
Was Closed. 


The City Trust Company, closed 
by the Banking Department on Feb. 
11, will receive bonds worth more 
than $250,000 as soon as an applica- 
tion filed in Supreme Court yester- 
day is signed by Justice Richard 
Lydon. Application for an order 
approving the payment of $28,010.78 
Clearing House fees for the release 
of the bonds from the Chemical 
Bank and Trust Company was made 
by Warren C. Fielding, attorney in 
the City Trust liquidation. The 
order, a formality required before 
any funds of the closed bank may 
be paid out by the Banking Depart- 
ment, probably will be signed today. 

The Chemical Bank and Trust 
Company functioned as a clearing 
house for the City Trust Company, 


and to protect the Chemical Bank 
from loss, bonds, mostly municipal 
issues, were posted. These aggre- 
gated more than $250,000. But be- 
fore the Chemica] Bank would re- 
turn the bonds clearance charges of 
$28,010.78 had to be paid. Since no 


funds could be disbursed without a 


court order Mr. Fielding made the 
application which, when approved, 
will make $225,000 available as a

Moreland Commission. Mr. Perkins 
said that he had no announcement to 
make concerning probable requests 
for warrants from Justice James C.

“This is your country. Beautify 
it." 

With these six words 17-year-old 
Marion Boyd, 6,154 Sixteenth Street, 
Detroit, Mich., won the prize of a 


trip to Washington, D. C,, in the 
contest among high school students 
sponsored by Mrs. John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. for a slogan tending to 
arouse popular interest in preserving 
the natural beauties of the American 
countryside. 

Those six words are likely to be 
heard and seen often during the com- 
ing years by millions of Americans. 
The Art Centre, 65 East Fifty-sixth 
Street, through which Mrs. Rocke- 
feller offered the prize, will use the 
slogan to encourage the public in 
eliminating ugly waste places and in 
beautifying rural America. 

As a reward for having submitted 
the slogan, Miss Boyd will receive a 
three-day trip to Washington with 
all expenses paid for herself and a 
companion. hile there she will 
have as official guide Charles M. 
Moore, chairman of the National 
Fine Arts Board, and on June 25 
she will receive from President Hoo- 
ver a certificate of award. 


Miss Boyd’s slogan was chosen 
from among 6,000 which came from 
high school children in all parts of 
the United States. Among those 
which the judges considered espe- 
cially deserving of honorable men- 
tion were ‘‘The country is yours— 
preserve it’’; ‘‘Make every mile of 
roadway smile’’ and ‘‘Mar the scen- 
ery, you’ll bruise America.”’

TRAPS 2 JEWELERS 


Sailor, Who Was to Get $5 to 
Bring In $25,000 in Gems, Turns 
Agzinst Alleged Employers. 








FATHER AND SON SEIZED 





Arrested in Brooklyn When They 
Produce Half of Photograph Car- 
ried by Man on Penniand. 





A sailor who received $5 for smug- 
gling $25,000 worth of diamonds into 
the country helped Federal agents 
trap two jewelers who had hired 
him, he said, and yesterday all three 
were arraigned before United States 
Cemmissioner Cotter and held for 
the grand jury. 

Mendel Silverberg, a diamond deal- 
er of 93 Nassau Street and his son, 
Louis, were released in $5,000 bail 
each while Louis Lemaire, a deck- 
hand on the Red Star liner Penn- 
land, was paroled in custody of B. C. 
Huntly, the customs guard who ar- 
rested him. Huntly had suspected 
the Silverbergs of receiving smug- 
gled diamonds for some time and 


when the Pennland docked Sunday 
night at the foot of Twentieth Street 
from Antwerp the guard said he had 
“a hunch” that it would be worth 
while to search certain members of 
the crew. 

The digmonds were hidden in a 
can of smoking tobacco. When they 
were foxnd Lemaire admitted that 
thee? were destined for a man who 
; to meet him in Brooklyn and 
identify himself by producing half 
of a photograph whose complement 
the sailor had in his pocket. For 
his services, Lemaire said, he had 
been promised $5, and when the 
agents informed him that mest 
smugglers’ accomplices were better 
paid, he agreed to help the authori- 
ties trap his employers. 

The rendezvous had been set for 
Tuesday night and so, accompanied 
by Huntly, Lemaire went to Hinsdale 
Street, Brooklyn. In his hand he 
carried an envelope of phonograph 
records, while from his lips. there 
dangled a curiously shaped pipe, the 
tokens by which the jewelers had 
arranged to recognize him. 

In Hinsdale Street, according to 
Assistant United States Attorney 
John M. Blake, who was assigned to 
prosecute the case, a young man, al- 
leged to be Louis Silverberg, accost- 
ed him and produced half of a photo- 
graph which matched the fragment 
held by Lemaire. An older man, said 
to have been Mendel Silverberg, 
joined them then and handed the 
sailor a $5 bill after receiving from 
him a can of smoking tobacco. 
Father and son were arrested then 
and taken before George Brewer, 
Assistant Solicitor of the Port, for 
questioning. The authorities were 
elated at the success of their plan, 
for news of Lemaire’s arrest was 
printed in the afternoon papers 
Tuesday and they feared that the 
jewelers would be frightened off.

FEW LEAVE BENCHES 
IN REDS’ FUR STRIKE 


Woll Puts Number of Workers 
_ Out at Less Than 25—Mass 
Meetings Abandoned. 








GOLD SAYS HE IS SATISFIED 


Communist Leader Asserts That 
Walkout Will Gain Momentum 
—Many Arrests Made. 


The Communist Needle Trades 
Workers Industrial Union circular- 
ized the garment district yesterday 
morning appealing to 12,000 furriers 
to go on strike despite contracts ex- 
isting between the Furriers’ Council, 
affiliated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and the three employ- 
ers’ associations. 

Several hours later less than 1,000 
men and women appeared in the 
meeting halls, and while Ben Gold, 
leader of the Left Wing union, said 
the situation was ‘‘satisfactory,’”’ 
Vice President Matthew Woll of the 
special committee of the A. F. of 
L., declared that a check showed 
only twenty-five employes of the 
9,000 employed by the three associa- 
tions had left their benches. 

The strike ordered by Gold, .who 
led a furriers’ walkout in 1926 be- 
fore he was removed by the Interna- 
tional Fur Workers Union, devel- 
oped violence at the start. Several 
men were arrested charged with 
raiding a furrier’s factory. Others 
were arrested for disorderly conduct. 
Some were charged with littering the 
streets with handbills. 

Two of the three mass meetings 
scheduled for yesterday afternoon 
were called off, according to the Left 
Wing officials ‘‘because of the heat.’’ 
Charles Stetsky, manager of the 
Furriers’ Council, asserted that the 
lack of response at the morning ses- 
sions in the three halls caused the 
abandonment of the plans for the 
afternoon sessions. Mr. Gold main- 
tained that the strike would gain 
momentum day by day. 

“The strike is a fizzle,’? said Mil- 
ton Herzig, president of the Ameri- 
can Fur Merchants’ Association. 

Elaborate police precautions were 
taken against violence. Nearly 2504 
policemen and detectives were scat- 
tered in the garment section. Those 
arrested include a group of twelve 
men and women who entered the 
of Cohn & Stephens, 129 

est Twenty-ninth Street. Max

ENGINEERS DISAVOW 
FIGHT ON DELANEY 


Union Stops Petition to Mayor 
to Remove Chairman of 
Transportation Board. 








HE STANDS FIRM ON OUSTER 





Says 300 Dismissed Men Will Not 
Be Reinstated—Strike Vote De- 
ferred Pending Parleys. 


John H. Delaney, chairman of the 
Board of Transportation, declared 
yesterday that the 300 junior engi- 
neers dismissed by the board would 
not be reinstated. Meanwhile, a 
committee of three appointed by the 
Union of Technical Men was con- 
ferring with several of Mr. Delaney’s 
associates and informed them that 
the union had voted to disavow the 
petition calling for Mr. Delaney’s re- 
moval by Mayor Walker. The peti- 
tion was the culmination of the agi- 
tation by the union for wage in- 
creases which preceded the dismis- 
sal of the 300 Grade C men. 

The union’s committee of thirty- 
three men met last evening and ar- 
ranged for a meeting of the execu- 
tive committee at 6:30 P. M. Friday, 
to which the Committee of Three is 
expected to make its final report. 
There will be no strike action until 
the committee has finished its task. 

“The members of the union took 
definite action last night in disavow- 
ing the petition asking for the re- 
moval of Chairman Delaney,’’ Dud- 
ley P. Bahcock, president of the 
union, said yesterday. ‘‘The circu- 
larization of such petitions by union 
members was ordered stopped. A 
committee was elected to arrange 
for an interview with Mr. Delaney, 
to apprise him of the action and to 
ask the board to reinstate the men 
at its earliest convenience. 

“No ultimatum was to be given to 
Mr. Delaney and the committee 
hopes toe nlist his good-will and 
thereby effect-a reinstatement of 
the men.”’ 

While the officials of the board, to 
whom the Committee of Three pre- 
sented their case were inclined to be 
sympathetic with the plight of the 
three hundred men, many of whom 
had taken no part in the agitation, 
they were unable to say what could 
be done to help them. 

Earlier in the day Mr. Delaney said 
he had notking to discuss with the 
men who had been dismissed and 
that he would not meet their com- 
mittee. 

“These men are not engineers, 
though the title of junior engineers 
goes with their civil service classifi- 
cation,’’ he said. ‘‘They are tech- 
nical employes and they have been 
laid off because the board has 
adopted the policy of reducing the 
number of Grade C employes. They 
will not be taken back under any 
circumstances.”’ 

The General Contractors Associa- 
tion issued a statement resenting re- 
ported remarks of Marcel Scherer, 
organizer of the Union of Technical 
Men, to the effect that the discharge 
of the junior engineers meant that 
the contractors would ‘‘be at liberty 
to use faulty materials and to skimp 
work jf they so desire.’’ 

“These contractors are business 
men of the highest type and reputa- 
tion with an aggregate of millions 
of dollars invested in subway con- 
tracts,’’ the statement read, ‘‘and we 
want to go on record to reassure 
the Board of Transportatiqn and the 
general public that whatever is the 
outcome of this controversy, with 
which we have nothing to do, the 
work will be carried forward under 
the terms of the contracts in exactly 
the same manner and at the same 
high standard as if no such contro- 
versy existed and that we will co- 
operate in every way with the Board 
of Transportation to maintain this 
very high standard of construction. 

‘“‘We look upon the statement of 
Mr. Scherer as both libelous and 
unfair and an unjust blemish on the 
reputations of the highly reputable 
sigs engaged in subway construc-

White Horse Company Obtains 
Writ Against Whalen

Concern Says Police’ Inspector 
Approved Similar Mechanism

In an effort to compel Police Com- 
missioner Whalen to approve its 
meter so that it may put 15-cents-a- 
mile taxis on the streets in competi- 
tion with the higher-price cabs now 
in operation, the White Horse Taxi 
Service, Inc., through its counsel, 
Gilbert S. Rosenthal of 291 Broad- 
way, obtained yesterday an order 
from the Supreme Court command- 
ing Commissioner Whalen and John 
Drennan, chief of the Hack Bureau, 
to show cause why a writ of manda- 
mus should not be issued forcing the 
approval of the meter. 

The order, obtained from Justice 
Richard P. Lydon, is returnable be- 
fore Justice George V. Mullan in the 
Supreme Court tomorrow. 

Mr., Rosenthal’s action was taken 
following his withdrawal on Tuesday 
from the hearing conducted by Com- 
missioner Whalen on the application 
of the White Horse Taxi Service, 
Inc., and on that of the Ford Motor 


Company seeking permission to put 
Ford cabs on the streets. 


Refuse to Go to Whalen Hearings. 


Mr. Rosenthal said yesterday that 
the naming of Mr. Drennan in the 
action was purely perfunctory and 
that it was directed solely against 
the Police Commissioner. He added 
that his clients would refuse to re- 
join the hearings of Commissioner 
Whalen, which are to be resumed on 
Tuesday. 


‘“‘We shall confine our activities to 
the courts,’’ Mr. Rosenthal stated. 
“There we hope to obtain what we 
believe we are entitled to.”’ 

What his clients are entitled to, 
Mr. Rosenthal explained, is the ap- 
proval of their meter, to be followed 
by submission for approval of the 
kind of cab they intend to operate. 
With the meter and the cab ap- 
proved, nothing can stand in their 
way of commencing the service, he 
contended, challenging the position 
assumed by the Police Commissioner 
that the entry of another taxi service 
into New York was a matter for the 
discretion of the Police Department. 

Mr. Whalen would make no com- 
ment on the order obtained by Mr. 
Rosenthal. Later he let it be known 
that no writ of mandamus could be 
issued until after his hearings in the 
matter have been completed. 

In an affidavit supporting the ap- 
plication for the show cause order, 
Mr. Rosenthal declared that on June 
3, 1929, he submitted to Mr. Drennan 


a taximeter for examination, ap- 
proval and sealing; that this taxi- 
meter was calibrated ‘‘so that the 


same would register fares at the rate 
of 10 cents for the first one-third mile 
and 5 cents for each additional one- 
third mile’’; that before this taxi- 


meter can be placed upon a taxicab] ta 


it must be inspected and sealed by 
the Hack Bureau of the Police De- 
partment; that this meter had been 
tested by the United States Taximeter 
Company and found to register ac- 
curately; that the Hack Bureau in- 
formed the White Horse Taxi Ser- 
vice, Inc., that they found the meter 
to register accurately, and that on 
June 8 Deputy Police Commissioner 
Leach referred the matter to Com- 
missioner Whalen. 


Similar Meters Approved, He Says. 


On June 10, Mr. Rosenthal added 
in his affidavit, Inspectors Williams 
and Donder of the Hack Bureau ap- 
proved two similar meters and in the 
afternoon of the same day Williams 
removed the seal and effaced a blue 
sticker he had placed upon the meters 
tested and approved by him and re- 
turned the meters to the White Horse 
Taxi Service. 

Because Mr. Whalen has refused 


to take cognizance of these facts and 
because the code of ordinances of the 
city fixes the maximum but not the 
minimum rate for taxicabs, Mr. 
Rosenthal requested that the order 
be issued. 

Neither Commissioner Whalen nor 
Mr. Drennan are expected to appear 
in court tomorrow in response to the 


order. Instead, they will be repre- 
sented by an assistant from the office 
of the Corporation Counsel, who, it 


is understood, will contend that Com- 
missioner Whalen should be per- 
raitted to: complete his investigation 
before being compelled to take any 
action. 

Mr. Rosenthal said that the White 
Horse Taxi Service, Inc., contem- 
plates an alliance with 8,000 indepen- 
dent taxi operators. Against this 
proposal it was pointed out yesterday 
that Commissioner Whalen has be- 
fore him the petitions of 1,000 inde- 
pendents opposing the introduction 
of a lower rate as uneconomical and 
a danger to safety and quality of 
service. 

William A. Francis, Eastern man- 
ager for the Ford Motor Company, 
said yesterday that ‘‘we have no quar- 
Til with any of the taxicab com- 
panies, our only purpose being to 
show the advantages of our cars, 
specially designed for taxicab pur- 
poses as against bigger, converted 
cars.”’

Controversy over a provision of the 

new multiple dwellings law affect- 
ing about $100,000,000 worth = of 
apartment house and hotel construc- 
tion developed yesterday between a 
group of the most prominent archi- 
tects in the city and Tenement House 
Commissioner William F. Deegan. 
_ Mr. Deegan ruled that the build- 
ings proposed by these men could 
not be legalized under the law, since 
the plans include pantries and kitch- 
enettes. About fifty architects and 
builders discussed his decision with 
him in the Municipal Building yes- 
terday. Section 33 of the law pro- 
vides that buildings “‘heretofore 
erected’’ may contain pantries and 
kitchenettes with the installation of 
fireproof doors, sprinklers and other 
safety equipment. The buildings in 
question, including the new Waldorf 
on Park Avenue, have not yet been 
erected, but plans for them were 
filed with the Building Department 
prior to April 18. Because of that 
fact the architects and builders con 
tended that their ee should re- 
ceive legalization under the law, but 
Commissioner Deegan held that 
would be impossible, on the ground 
that the buildings would not comply 
with the law’s provision. 

The buildings involved are planned 
to be from twenty-five to sixty 
stories in height and are aa So 
apartment or hotel buildings. he 
architects and Commissioner Deegan 
conferred on the understanding that 
no details of the discussion were to 
be made public. The entire group 
submitted the question to Corpora 
tion Counsel Arthur J. W. Hilly, who 
held that Commissioner Deegan’s de- 
cision had been properly made. Mr 
Hilly suggested, however, that the 
architects submit legal briefs on their 
contentions and promised that he 
ant. consider the matter at greater 
ength.

Production of steel is expected to 
continue virtually at the capacity of 
the industry for the rest of June 
and that it will not fall below 90 per 
cent of capacity in July, the weekly 
reviews of the iron and steel trade 
report. While reduction of the mills’ 
backlogs is continuing, orders for 
the third quarter of the year are be- 
ginning to be placed for pig iron 
and steel. 

The reviews say the seasonal lull 
is coming much later and more 
gently than usual, although hot 
weather has curtailed production. 
The increasing diversification of de- 
mand for steel has offset declines 


in consumption by the automobile 
and building industries. Greater de- 


cent more tonnage than in the cor- 
responding period of 1928, and give 
few indications of reducing their re- 
quirements. 

“The increasing diversification of 
demand helps explain the strong po- 
sition of steel producers. In the 
Chicago district, mil] deliveries show 
little improvement in any product 
and the shortage of semi-finished 
steel is as acute as sixty days ago. 
In other areas hot weather, rather 
than the supply of unfinished steel, 
is becoming the leading factor in de- 
termining the schedules of finishing 
mills, particularly sheet plants.” 

The Iron Trade Review says in 


pig iron there is a greater 
showing of interest in the third 
quarter, although relatively more pig 
iron than finished steel has been sold 
ahead. Producers generally note a 
moderate shrinkage in shipments, 
which will be accentuated as hot 
weather compels involuntary reduc- 
tions in schedules, but judging from 
shipments, consumption is running 
15 per cent or more above a year

ent still is characteristic of all mar- 
-kets that their activity is seasonally 
high. Mill operations are fortified 
by backlogs unusually heavy for late 
June.’’ 

The Iron Age composite prices are 
unchanged. Pig iron, at $18.63 a 
gross ton, is $1.40 higher than a year 
ago; finished steel, at 2.412c. a pound, 
is up $1.42 a net ton. 

Softness in Southern and Eastern 
pig iron prices depressed the Iron 
Trade Review composite of fourteen 
leading iron and steel products, a 
decline of 11 cents reducing this in- 
dex to $36.96, which is 17 cents be- 
low the peak reached a month ago.

TO TAKE FIGHT TO COURT 





President Says Roosevelt 
Owners Ignore Protests Against 


Low Flying. 





That the threat of the Old West- 
bury Golf Club to construct a fence 
125 feet high to protect itself from 
the encroachment of the fliers of the 
adjoining Roosevelt Field was about 
to be carried out was shown yester- 
day when Vincent X. McGuire, presi- 
dent of the club, gave out his prom- 
ised statement on the subject. 

“Old Westbury Golf Club,’’ he said, 
‘thas been subjected to unfavorable |

gress. It was advisable, he said, to 
provide for a channel 12 feet deep 
and 100 feet wide in Washington 
Canal and 12 feet deep and 150 feet 
wide in South River at an estimated 
cost to the United States of $90,000, 
with $8,000 annually for maintenance. 

The recommendation was condi- 
tional upon local interests dredging 
a channel 12 feet deep and 150 feet 
wide between the highway bridge at 
South River and Old Bridge and fur- 
nishing all necessary rights of way 
without cost to the government. No 
further work in the South River loop 
is contemplated.

RECOUNT HALTED 
IN HAGUE ELECTION 


Surprising: Action of Fusion 
Viewed as Strategy in 
Political Circles. 


The Hague-Fusion ballot. recount 
in Jersey City was suddenly and sur- 
prisingly stopped yesterday on appli- 
cation of William E. Decker, counsel 
for the defeated Fusion candidates. 
While a letter -from Mr.: Decker to 
the Board of Elections, in whose of- 
fices' and. under whose ‘supervision 
the recount was being held, ad- 
vanced | ‘the difficulty of “getting 
money’’ as the reason for the move, 
it was generallly believed in political 


circles that ‘it was ventured as a 


strategy, the purpose of which is 
secreted. 

In support of the latter view was 
a report that Prosecutor John Drew- 
en was preparing to request the im- 
pounding of the ballot boxes for a 


grand jury investigation of the com- 
mission election. his would in ef- 
fect be a recount. 

Mr. Decker will make a formal ap- 
plication for an order to discontinue 
the recount before Supreme Court 
Justice Samuel Kalisch. 

Justice Kalisch is leaving for a six 
weeks’ trip to Europe tomorrow, and 
in some quarters it was reported 
that absence had influenced the de- 
cision by’ Fusionists to quit the re- 
exaniination of the hallots. A state- 
ment made by Mr. Decker in expla- 
nation of the development read in 
part: 

“It is apparent now it would be 
the latter part of this coming Sep- 
tember before the ballots cast at the 
election of May 14 could be re- 
counted. Under the law the candi- 
date applying for the recount must 
bear the expense if the result is not 
changed. The Fusion candidates 
are unable to bear that enormous 
expense. As much as they desire to
